ſo terribly battered, both by Sea and by Land, great 
part of the Cannon of the Beſieged were diſmount-

between the 4th and 5th an Aſſault was made upon 


the Counterſcarp. The Attack was begun by 50 


Engliſh Grenadiers commanded by a Lieutenant, and 


ſupported by a Dutch Battalion, and was carry'd on 
with all imaginable Vigour and Reſolution. The 
Allies having beaten the Enemy from their 
Works, made a Lodgment upon the Counterſcarp. 
That morning the Beſieged Sallied out with 900 


Men in order to diſlodge the Beſiegers, and endea- 


vour the Regaining of. that Poſt ; but the Battalions 
that were in the Trenches, advancing to their Aſ- 
ſiſtance, and ſome Shots being fired on both ſides, 
the Enemy retired without being able to effect their 
deſign. This Skirmiſh, however, coſt the Beſiegers 
50 Men killed and wounded. In the mean time, 
great Diligence was uſed in perfecting two Batteries 
on the Glacis, one of 12 Pieces of Cannon, and the 
other of Eight.

At laſt, on the 6th of uh, the Beſieged not being 
able to hold out any longer againſt the force of 46 
heavy Pieces of Cannon, 18 Mortars, and ſome 
hundreds of ſmall Mortars, called Cochorn Mortars,

ſeveral Years has afflitied the greatest Part of Europe.the States. 
The moſt Chriſtian King has done this with a ſincere In- 

tention to forward the Concluſion of a ſolid and laſting 

Peace. In the mean time the Perſons who atted herein 

having done it ſecretly, becauſe they were not authoriz'd 

to att otherwiſe, thoſe who are not inclin'd to Peace have 


miſinterpreted theſe firſt Proceedings, and repreſented 


them as a Deſign formed to ſeparate the States General 


from the Allies, in order afterwards to make an Advantage 


of their Diſunion. Such a Deſign is too much contrary 
to his moit Chriftian Majesty's real Intentions, to ſuffer 
them to be any longer ſuſpefted : Wherefore he has deter- 
mined to propoſe, that Conferences may forthwith be open d, 
in which thoſe whom he ſhall empower may, together with 


thoſe who ſhall be empowered by the Queen of England, 


and the States General, ſeek the means of concluding 4 
laiting Peace, He has cauſed the ſame Declaration to be 
made to the Diihz of Marlborough by a Perſon of Truit, 
to whom T have explained his Sentiments, that he may 
inform his Grace: And "tis with Pleaſure I diſcharge the 
Commiſſion he has given me to tell you, Gentlemen, that 
being perſwaded of your good Will to contribute to ſo 
great a Good, he would be very glad that the States Ge- 
neral ſhould empower you to aſſiſt at the Conferences pro- 
pos' d, which he conſents may be held in ſuch Place as 
ſhall be judg'd convenient, between the Two Armies for 
the Time they keep the Field, and afterwards between 
Bruſſels and Mons.

that it was one of the principal Paſles over the 
Tagus. The third Scheme, was to reduce Ciudad. 
Rodrigo, which done, they might march through a 
very line open Country, abounding with Corn and 
Cattle, and full of good Villages as far as-the pal: 
of Cuadarama, within T'welve Leagues of Madrid. 
But the Army had a long dift:cult way to march to 
Ciudad-Rodrigo, and no great Preparations had been 


made on that ſide. The venturing to enter Caſtile 


without being Maſters of one of thoſe three places, 
would have expoſed the Army to almoſt inevitable 
Ruin, for it had been eaſy for the Enemy to get be- 
hind- the Allies, and cut off their Communication 
with Portugal, with 50 Squadrons, and 25 Battalions 


of regular Troops. 


The Portugueze inclined for the Siege of Badæior, 


which being the moſt conſiderable Place on that 
Frontier, and which key them moſt in Awe, they 


were ever fond of the Thoughts of Reducing it. 


Their Magazines on that {ide were well ſtord,

the palling of the Dehlees, a great deal of time was 


(unavoidably) loſt and it was 4 in the Afrernoan, 
bef.,rc they were in a Poſture to attack the Enemy. 
The Inhabitants of Brocus, who came to ſubmit 
themi-lves, aſſured the Confederate Generals, that 
the Tnchy retreated aſſoon as their Advanc'd Guards 


came in view of the Enemies Rear,which was partly 


cover'd by a Wood, that facilitated and conceal'd 
their Retreat. The Duke of Berwick thought he 
could caſily retire thro* a Country, which he roo 
to be all open, but meeting with unexpected Defi- 
lees, ſeveral of the Towns-men that withdrew their 
beit Effects, and his own Baggage, made a Stop that 
retarded his March; and if the Confederate Gene- 
rals had been better acquainted with the Nature of 


the Ground, he had run the Hazard of being entire- 


ly defeated. | | 

Aſſoon as the foremoſt Portugueze Squadrons per- 
ceiv'd the Enemy, they moved with great Precipita- 
tion, to charge them Sword in Hand ; bur being on- 
ligd to march thro' ſome Fields full of Trees, they 
broke their Squadrons, and came up with the Ene- 


my in Diſorder. The Conde d' Aguilar, Who com- 


manded the Enemies Rear, which conſiſted of thei: 
beſt Troops, cauſed ſeveral of his Squadrons to face 
about, and by their Firing added ro the Confuſion of 
the moſt forward of the Portuguege. Bur thoſe who 
were to ſupport the latter, coming up in time, and 
the Left-wing, which march'd cloſe rogether, and in 
order of Battle, gaining upon the Enemies Flank, 
whilſt ſome EDT whom the Conde de Scura 
had thrown into the Wood, galled them, they had 


no other Thoughts than to retreat. Their hind- 


moſt Troops were overthrown and defeated ; and 
all the reſt of their Cavalry march'd with great 
Precipitation and Diſorder, near five Leagues; 
for they did not ſtop or face about till they came 


to Arrojo del Puerce, where the Duke of Berwick 


encamp'd, but many of his Men fled a great way 
further.

and to return the following Anſwer to the ſever: 
' Particulars you mention. Firſt, The greater Streights 
and Difficulties Things are brought to, the more 
* ought to be your Excellency's Vigilance. For the 
ill Succeſs of our Armies in Flanders and Italy hath 


 * obliged his Majeſty to make Overtures of Peace not 


very agreeable to the Honour and Intereſt of France; 
gut theObſtinacy ot the Blinded Allies of the Houſe of 


Auſtria makes them tenacious, ſo that They will not 


liſten to any thing but the entire Reſtitution of the 
pretended Rights of that Houſe; and they lay hold

As forthe Succeſſes in this War, tho' through 
the Goodneſs of God, from time to time, they have 
been Proſperous, and ſome Parts where the Allies 
have had Engagements with the Enemy, have been 
very great and furprizing; yer tboſe Succeſſes 
* were not gain'd without very great Difficulties, 
* Toil, and Hazard, and when gain'd, were often 
interrupted by crofs Occurrences, and follow'd by 
{unlucky Turns of Affairs. This Truth is fully evident 
from the Events of every Vear of this War. In 170. 


„hen the War was begun in theſe Parts, as it Was 


before in Italy, the Enemy were, indeed, dillodg'd 
from the Frontiers of this State along the Rhine and 
* the Maeze, by the taking of Reyſerſwaert, moſt of the 


Towns and Forts in the Spaniſh Gelderland, and 


Liege; and the Expedition by Sea againſt Spain, 
after much Loicering and fruitleſs Attempts about 
Cadiz, Was no lefs advantagiouſly than luckily ter- 
* minated at Vigo. But in the mean time we were 
not without Apprehenſion and Danger from the 
Enemy's Attempts on the fide of Nimeguen and 
Huli; and the State was oblig'd for its better

' Theſe Progreſſes and Efforts putting the Enemy

my appear'd Superior on the Maeze, ſo that to ſe-

* ceſs attended them, that in a little time afcer the E- 
*nemy's Lines in Brabant were forc'd. In Spain, by 
means of the new Succors ſent thither, who took

and on the Upper Rhine, the Arms of the 


Allies broke through the Enemy's Lines about 
* Haguenau, deep into Alſace. On the other Hand, 
the Enemy reduc'd all Piedmont, the Capital

* to the Succeſſes of the paſt Campaign, they

been very great and adyantageous beyond allJHu- 


man Expectation, In Spain, Barcelona was reliey'd, 


and the Enemy forc'd to draw off, with the Lofs of 
*almoſt a whole Army, and of a conſiderable Train 
* of Artillery, and all manner of Stores of War; this 
vas attended by the Submitiion of the intire Princi- 
* pality of Catalonia, and of the Kingdoms of Valencia 
* and Arragon to King Charles III, as alſo of ſeveral 
* Maritime Places in the Mediterranean. In the Ne- 
* therlands, by the Glorious Battle of Rami, and the 
Affright and Confuſion into which it put the Ene- 


my, three Spaniſh Provinces, and ſeveral great and 


opulent Cities and Places in them, werelikewiſe re- 
* duc'd to the Obedience of King Charles III; and aĩ- 
*terwards ſeveral other Towns, as Oſtend, Menin, 
* Dendermonde, Aeth, were with uncommon Vigour 
and Bravery taken in much leſs Time than the like 
was ever done before: And in Piedmont, the City 
* of Turin was in a moſt wonderful manner nobly re- 
' liev'd, and the Enemy before it routed, and with 


regt Loſs of Men, Artillery, 2nd Stores, © 
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all forts, farc'd to retire out of f over the Moun

* tains into their own Country. Vet tho! fo great, ſo 
* ſurprizing, fo memorable Advantages and Victories 
* were obtain'd, Affairs in Spain were firſt brought 
to the utmoſt Extremity, by the Enemy's tormmeg 
© the Siege of Barcelona by Sea and Land, and pull. 
ing it on with fo great Vigour, that had not the 
*Succours ſent thither arriv'd juſt as they did, the 
Place muſt have ſubmitted, to the Ruin (tis to be 
* fear'd) of Ring Charless Cauſe. On the Rhine, the 
Enemy, before the German Troops were out of their 
* Quarters and recruited, with a conſiderable Body 
* of Forces rais'd the Blockade of Fort Louis, and al. 


*rerwards retook Druſenheim, and Haguenau, With a 


great Train of Artillery that was in it; and gene- 
* rally recover'd all that was taken from them in thoſe 
Parts the preceding Year, and even ſtraitned Landau. 
In Lombardy the Enemy , gain'd a great Advantage 
over the Allies near Montechiars, by means whereot 
they put back their Operations, and gain'd time 
"to S958. Turin, and preſs it very hard. From all 
this, and alſo from the Affairs of Spain, ſeeming at 
this time not to be in ſo proſperous a Courſe as they 
* were at the opening of this Campaign, but to re-

King's Miniſter, preſented a Memorial to the Repub- 
lick of the Griſons, in Oppoſition to that of Mr. 

Stanian; which the latter anſwer'd in a ſecond Me- 
morial, addreſs'd to the Chiefs and Councillors of the 
Three Leagues of the Griſons, which was as follows. 


Magnificent Lords, . 
c Did not think I ſhould have been obliged to en- 
(large any more on the Demand, which I made 
in the Name of my Miſtreſs, the Queen of Great- 
Britain, in my Propefal of the rath of this Month, 
to perſwade you to grant it me; but the Chevalier 
de Graville, Envoy Extraordinary of France, having 
* deliver'd to you the 13th a Memorial, in which he 
© ſers forth, Reaſons to diſſwade you from it, I thought 
"I ſhould not do amiſs, to ſhew you the Frivoloul- 
* neſs of his Arguments, thereby to make the Strength 
land Juſticeof mine appear more evidently ; Where. 
© fore, I find my ſelf oblig'd to add the following Re- 
marks to my Propoſal. e | 
The firſt Reaſon Monſieur de Graville makes uſe 
of te diſſwade you from obſerving the Capitulation 
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of Milan, is, becauſe, ſays be, That Capitulation re- 
* pards the Duke of Anjou, and not King Charles III. 
But to confute that Reaſoning. I would only ask 
him, whether. or no, that Capitulation expir'd 
* with the late King Charles II? If he ſays it did, then 
* ris not true, that the ſaid Capitulation can regard 
either the Duke of Anjou, or any other, becauſe, 
* according to his ſaying, tis a Thing which exiſts 
no more; if he ſays it did not, it then follows, that
